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38. The apparatus as claimed in claim 35, further comprising a cover movably 
supported adjacent an end of the casing such that the cover opens at least slightly to permit gas to 
escape from the first channel when pressure inside the first channel is significantly greater than 
pressure outside the first channel. 

39. The apparatus as claimed in claim 35, in combination with the radiation sensor. 



40. (New) A system for monitoring an amount of Nitrogen Oxides (NOx) generated 
by a combustor, comprising: 

at least one radiation sensor to monitor radiation emitted within the combustor and to 
produce a signal indicative thereof; and 



at least one processor that analyzes the signal to monitor the amount of Nitrogen Oxides 
(NOx) generated by the combustor. 

4 1 . (New) The system of claim 40, wherein the at least one radiation sensor is 
arranged to monitor radiation emitted from a flame zone of the combustor.
